Iu  other  words,  human  nature  is 
largely  what  the  psd  aud  human  in 
stitutions  have  made  it.  The  Church , 
the  greatest  organized  force  in  so- 
ciety,  has  been  trying  for  nearly  2000 
years  to  reform  human  nature,  hon¬ 
estly  1st  us  grant,  by  appealing  to 
I  be  individual  in  the  name  of  a  true 
uUal;  but  it  has  failed  in  its  full 
mission  (and  that  mission  was  ths 
practical  application  to  life  of  the 
teaching*  of  Christianity,)  because  of 
ike  self -interest  or  short -sigh  tednses 
of  those  controlling  its  polity,  and 
because  of  its  wilfully  ignoring  the 
broad  basis  cf  social  fact  Is  it  not 
tune  to  awaka  to  the  situation,  and 
first  to  make  the  conditions  possible 
for  10th  realization  ? 

This  V>  the  aim  of  the  Socialist; 
this  is  what  a  rational  system  of  <*>- 
operation  expects  to  bring  about 
To  give  hum®  nature  a  chance  to 
prove  its  Divine  origin,  to  remove  the 
hitherto  all  oonfioing  barriars  to  true 
progt  ass.  A  system  that  will  not  re¬ 
ward  and  nourish  ths  worst  tend- 
®«M  of  human  nature,  but  it*  beet, 
a  system  that  will  put  ottarlr  beyond 
advantage  the  exercise  of  all  forms  of 
pernicious  activity;  a  system  that  not 
only  proclaims  equality  but  secures 
it,  that  not  only  stands  for  the 
brotherhood  of  man  but  makes  it  pos 
stble — such  a  system  cab  4m  the  only 
true  foundation  of  those  higher  ideals 
which  are  to  be  the  inspiration  of  the 
■ociety  of  the  future. 

Meanwhile  there  ia  the  work  of 
lshrmatiun.  Those  who  are  bonsai  ‘ 
in  this,  and  have  the  courage  of  their 
convictions,  can  immediately  prepare 
themselves  for  service  by  resolving  to 
establish  three  ideals — ideals,  toe, 
which  every  earnest  soul  can  bring 
to  realifcatioo.  First,  accept 
and  act  on  Ruakin’i  great  teaching:
